He 
said many of Hie meetings 
look place when Mrs. Ken- 
nedy was out of town, and 
that Meyer, then 42, was 
driven to the presidential 
mansion by White House car 
and taken by private eleva- 
tor lo living quarters where 
Kennedy did nut permit the 
Secret Service.

rected after Judith Camp- 
bell Exncr, a West Coast 
housewife, gained nation- 
wide prominence with her 
account of a "close, per- 
sonal" relationship at the 
White House with Kennedy. • 
- Another source confirmed 
that Meyer's diary was 
found and destroyed after 
her death in keeping with 
her wishes. This source s^iri 
the diary was taken up al 
most entirely wuh the sub 
Jecl of art, but contained a 



few hundred words of vague 
reference to an unnamed 
friend. 

Meyer was divorced prior 
to 1962 ffora Cord Meyer 
Jr., a CIA official. Former 
White House appointments 
secretary Kenneth P. fJ Dnn 
neli said vesterday, "She 
knew JacKie as well as she 
know Jack." O'Donnell said 
allegations of a love affair 
were totaUy false.
